ELECTRIC HAN DIS MADE TO 
WIELD KNIFE AND FORK 


German Device Expected to be Great 
Help te Soldiers Maimed 
in War. 

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 11.—After 
years of experiment, Director Klingen- 
berg of the. General Electric Co. has 
announced the perfection of an electro- 
magnetic hand, with which it is possi- 
ble to grasp even the heaviest metal ob- 
jects and work with them advantageous- 
ly, as with human hands. 

Dr. Klingenberg has evolved an un- 
usually powerful battery, which can-be 
carried by the operator, making it un- 
necessary for him to be near an electric 
current in order to magnetize the nand. 

The invention, it is said, can perform 
all the functions of the human hand 
and others besides. It manipulates a 
knife and fork and similar instruments 
with ease. The current is regulated by 
a switch operated by hand or foot. 

It is hoped that the invention will solve 
the problem of livelihood for many sol- 
diers injured during the war, enabling 
them to enter even in trades requiring 
considerable manual dexterity, such as 
carpentry.

Peace Talks Interwoven With 
Military Drills—Two of Party 
Held in London. 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 11.—Fifty stu- 


dents, members of the Ford peace ex- 
pedition, gone to Rotterdam, 
whence they sail today on the steam- 
fer Doordam for New York. About 
100 American members of the expedi- 
tion remain in The Hague. Most of 
them will sail for the United States 
Jan. 16. 

The members of the Permanent 
Peace Board will remain here with 
the members of the board from other 
neutral nations. 

A crowd that filled the large audi- 
torium in the Zoological Garden last 
night, attended the Ford expedition’s 
first public meeting in Holland. 
Speeches were made by civilians of 
various nations. These called the at- 
tention of the audience to the neces- 
sity of ending the present war and 
preventing future wars, becaues they 
are burdensome to neutral nations 
which are compelled to mobilize, and 
remain in a state of constant fear. 

Military Activity in City. 

This subject was provoked largely 
by the bustling military activity wit- 
nesed in The Hague since the peace 
advocates arrived here. The speak- 
ers included Judge Ben Lindsey of 
Denver, the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones 
of Chicago and Hoakin Luken, Dis- 
trict Attorney of Christiania. 

Mme. Italia Van Emden, prominent 
Holland club woman, described the 
great suffering which had been in- 
flicted on the smaller neutral] nations 
as a result of the present war. She 
said this was an urgent reason why 
the peace expedition originating in 
the United States should be supported. 

The platform from which the ad- 
dresses were delivered was decorated) 
with American flags, and every refer- 
ence to the desire of the Americans for 
an early peace was greeted with loud 
cheering. 

While the peace advocates were pre- 
paring for their demonstration § the 
streets of the city resounded with the 
tramping of troops, this being a daily 
incident.

The 
only place where it can do new work, 
and prevent further mistakes, is in the 
planning of subdivisions and additions. 

Scope of Planning Work. 

“How far this city can supervise or 
influence street planning, outside its 
own present limits, I do not know. In 
Fennsylvania, a city can carry its plan- 
ring work three miles beyond its limits, 
if no other city is in the way. 

‘*‘A work which proved important in 
Newark, and may be equally important 
here, was the organizing of conferences 
on interurban improvement. This, in 
the case of Newark, involved 18 towns, 
in a district which, with the ci-y, had 
700,000 inhabitants.”’

RECORD. REPORTED 
HERE. YESTERDAY 


Total So Far This Month 5 
Increase Attributed to Grip 
Epidemic. 


A large increase in the death rate in 
December and in the first week in Jan- 
vary is shown by statistics of the Health 
Department. This is attributed by 
Health Commissioner Starkloff to the 


epidemic of grip which has been preva- 
lent over the entire country. 

More deaths were reported to the 
Health Department yesterday than on 
any day in the remembrance of any of 
the employes of the department. This 
was 69. The previous high number was 
65, one day last winter. The number 
has been running high ever day since 
Jan..1: Sunday, with the ofcice open 
only half the day, 37 deaths were re 
ported. Saturday there were 4 and Fri- 
day 62. So far this month a total of 532 
deaths have been reported. 

The number of deaths in December 
was 1106, compared with 991 in Decem- 
ber, 1914. The total for the year 1915, 
however, was only 11,00, which is 76 
less than the total for 1914. Last No- 
vember only 866 deaths were reported 
while in November, 1914, there were 934. 
Last December there were 242 deaths 
from pnumonia, white in December, 
1914, there were only 115. 

These figures, Dr. Starkloff said, show 
that the present high death rate is 
merely coincident with the prevalence 
of grip, severe colds and pneumonia. 
The damp and cold weather of the last 
few weeks has favored the development 
of these diseases, he said, and made 
treatment difficult. 

Fresh air, he said, is essential to the 
treatment of these diseases, but the at- 
mosphere of late has been so moist that 
there was no benefit In the fresh-air 
treatment under such conditions. He) 
said he expected the present period of 
high death rate to be followed by a pe- 
riod of low death rate, thus evening up 
the rate for the year.

Mrs. Mohr and the negro defendants 
did not accompany the jury when it de- 
parted for the scene of the murder. 

Dr. Mohr was killed on Aug. 71 last 
when motoring from Providence to 
Newport with his secretary, Miss Emily 
G. Burger. The State alleges that Mrs. 
Mohr hired three negroes to commit 
the crime. One of the negroes, George 
H. Healis, has since pleaded gullty to 
manslaughter and is expected to be a 
State witness. 

The men who were indicted for mur- 
der and Mrs. Mohr as an accessory be- 
fore the fact are being tried jointly. 


EMBASSY’S MAIL IS OPENED 


British Censors, However, Rerpect 
Official Peaches From Americs. 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—Since the censor- 
ship on incoming American mails was 
inaugurated, personal letters have ar- 
rived at the American embassy and 
consulate marked “opened by the cen- 
sor.” <A eollection of theme letters tz 
being made as evidence for a possible 
protest against this extension of the 
censorship.

If the precedents recog- 
nised by international law do not forbid 
it. a similar exemption wnder the rules 
of diplomatic privilese ,.obably wil! be 
framed for the personal mail of the at- 
taches of the embassy and consulate.

Glasgow Estate Proffers Land for 


Direct Road to Summit at 
Chain of Rocks. 


STRINGS TO THE GIFT 


Board of Public Service Takes 
Proposition Under Advise- 
ment After Hearing. 


A 4-acre tract, south of the Water- 
works Park at the Chain of Rocks, 
which would form a desirable addition 
to the park, was offered to the ¢ity 
today by Carr Lane Glasgow, repre- 
senting the Glasgow Estate. The offer 
has several strings tied to it, the prin- 
cipal one being the requirement that 
the city shall build a road on the west 
side of the tract, as an approach to 
the park and to the Glasgow property, 
of which the 40-acre tract now forms a 
small part. 

Glasgow appeared at noon before the 
Board of Public Service, accompanied 
by John H. Gundlach, William  Protz- 
mann, Alderman Koenig and others, 
who urged that the offer be accepted, 
or that some arrangement be made by 
which the city will acquire the addi- 
tion to the park. 

Case of “Quid Pro Quo.” 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service said the additjon to the park 
Was desirable, but added that the con- 
ditions attached to the offer made it a 
case of “quid pro quo,” and that the 
Glasgow property would be greatly bene- 
fited by acceptance of the plan. Glas- 
£ow said this was true. 

One of Glasgow’s proposals, Kinsey 
Said, the’city could hardly accept. This 
was that the Glasgow property adjoining 
the strip, so far as it is inside the city 
limits, Should be exempted from future 
Special tax assessment 

Another important requirement, beside 
the construction of a road, was the lay- 
ing of a water main. With this, as 
proposed by Glasgow, there was a pro- 
vision that water from. this main should 
be furnished free to persons occupying 
the Glasgow property over the county 
line. Kinsey said such an arrangement 
is not likely to be made, as it would 
be against the city’s fixed policy. 

The construction of the proposed road 
and water main, Kinsey believes, would 
cost the city about $30,006 

The matter was taken under advise- 
ment by the Board of Public Service. 
The board, under the charter, has not 
tne power to deal with all phases of the 
proposal as it now stands, but it may 
be able to reach a gneve ll agreement, 


Valued at 
The strip of land o fered" to the city 


by Giasgow is 400 feet wide at the 
north end, adjoining the south end. of 
the present park, and becomes narrow- 
er as it runs south. The value of this 
tract is estimated by Glasgow as $40,- 
000, according to his statement to Gund- 
lach and others, although he did not 
place a valuation on it in his talk to 
the board. 

Riverview drive, on lowland near the 
river, is now the only driveway to the 
park. The road, one mile long, which 
the city is asked to construct, would be 
on much higher. ground, and would af- 
ford an easy and direct approach, in 
Place of the present precipitate ‘‘cork- 
screw’ road. 

A short part of the land which the 
roadway would traverse belongs to C. 
O. McCasland, and he announced that 
he would give the city the right of way, 
and would give such land adjoining the 
road as would be needed. 

Protzmann, speaking at the hearing, 
said that county officials had decided 
to construct a road from the Chain of 
Rocks to Fort Bellefontaine, the site of 
the new Industrial ‘School, and along 
the river bluffs adjoining. 


LAW REGULATING STATEMENTS 


AS TO MEDICINES IS UPHELD. 


Justice Hughes Finds Sherley Amend- 
ment to Pure Food Law toe be 
Censtitutional., 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—After 19 
years of legislation and litigation, the 
Supreme Court deeided yesterday that 
Congress at last had enacted a consti- 
tutional law 
to the curative effecta of medicines in 
interstate commerce. The decision was 
rendered by Justice Hughes. Numer- 
ous actions against drug concerns are 

expected to follow. 


For a time it was urged by Govern- 


ment officials that thef portion of the 
1906 pure food law relating to misbrand- 
ing applied to drugs or medicines which 
should be accompanied in interstate 
commerce by Knowingly false statements 
about the curative effects of the com- 
pounds. The Supreme Court decided, 
however, that the 1906 law applied only 
to misbranding as to the identity or 
composition of drugs. 

In response to a resulting message 
from President Taft, Congress in I912 
enacted the Sherley amendment which, 
the Supreme Court holds, strikes pre- 
cisely at misstatements, either on ‘the 
label or in printed circulars accompany- 
ing medicines,

Mr. Gerard refuses to say one word. 

One evening a visit was made to a 
cafe known as the Cumberland, in Ber- 
lin. It was called a, “‘cafe-cabaret. ’ 
There was a regular stage and a very 
good band of music. There were sev- 
eral comedians—men and women—who 
entertained the audience when the band 
was taking a rest. It was one of those 
cafes where women are permitted with- 
out male escorts. 

The place was by no means a disrep- 
utable one. On the contrary, there were 
many families in the audience, men and 
women with their children, who had 
come to get some amusement. But there 
was not a single uniformed soldier or 
sallor in the place. It was explained 
that in places where women are admit- 
ted without escorts nolaiers were not al- 
lowed. 

One of the comedians, who had a 
very good voice and whose delivery was 
of excellent style, sang many songs 
which did not seem to interest the au- 
dience any too much. The applause 
was rather scant. But when the same 
comedian sang a sons in which there 
occurred a verse in which Americans, 
and in particular President Wilson, 
were ridiculed the same audience com- 
menced to yell and shout its approval 
Such verses as referred to the United 
States had to be repeated. 

American Accent Brings Peril. 

Of course it is absolutely foolish for 
an American to travel in Germany just 
now unless he is able to speak tho 
German language in such a manner tha‘ 
the average German is unable to de- 
tect that he is meeting with an Amer- 
ican. 

IT have in mind a newspaper woman 
who crossed the frontier with me and 
who was unable to make herself under- 
stood in German, although, she de- 
clared, she could understand a good 
deal of what was being said to her. 
This woman, who came from the far 
West in the United States, proudly dis. 
Played a small American flag in the 
lapel of her jacket. 

She complained most bitterly because 
of the most minute examination 
which she had been subjected. She was 
compelled to remove every garment she 
wore except her stockings, and they, too, 
were most carefully scrutinized. She 
was still wondering why the German 
examiners at the frontier should have 
made a special mark of her. It was only 
necessary to point to the little Amer- 
fcan flag. It did not take her long to 
understand, and she promptly removed 
Pour 
woman! All she had to say she had to 
state in whispers for fear of getting 
into more trouble. 


Trouble for a Correspondent. 
Practically the same applied to a 
newspaper representative from New 
York whose knowledge of the German 
language was very limited indeed. Aft- 
er he had crossed the frontier, his pa- 
pers having been found in excellent con- 


| dition, he was haled out of the compart- 


ment of the train bound for Berlin and 
compelled to show his passport to a 
fellow passenger who turned out to be 
a German secret service man. 

After carefully looking the passport 
over, though it had been first examined 
at the frontier, the secret service man 
demanded whether the American news- 
paper representative had other docu- 
ments to show, preferably some in Ger- 
man. The correspondent cayried a let- 
ter of introduction from Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador to 
the United States, in which the Count 
recommended the person addressed most } 
highly to all German authorities in the 
fatherland. 

The New York newspaper man showed 
this letter to the German detective, who 
scrutinized it most carefully and then 
proceeded to find fault with it because 
it contained only one imperial stamp, 
while the indorsement on the back of 
the passport placed there by the Con- 
sul-General of Germany in New York 
showed three such stamps. — 

“Something very wrong here,” {nsist- 
ed the German official. He was still 
further annoyed when the New Yorker 
laughed in his face, insisting that such 
complaint was nothing less than child- 
ish. 
papers back to the American and he was 
permitted to continue his trip to Berlin 
unmolsted. 

This hatred against Americans is more 
pronounced in families who have had 
to goin mourning because their relatives 
were killed on the field of battle. The 
German soldiers in the field insist that 
shrapnel manufactured in the United 
States is more deadly than the kind 
niade in the English and French muni- 
tion factories. 

They declare that between % and 90 
per cent of the American-made shrap- 
nel explodes, while of the French and 
Einglish manufacture only 5) per cent is 
effective. They insist that if the United 
States had not sold arms and ammuni- 
tion to the allies the war would have 
been over long ago. 

Americans Are Murderers. 

“All Americans are murderers! They 
ovght all to be hanged!’’ Germans have 
been heard to say many. many times. 
And especially come such exclamations 
from women. ‘Those living in the coun- 
try are more bitter toward Americans 
than are those who make their homes in 
the big cities. 

In the. country villages the loss of 
lives is felt much more than in towns 
and cities. In the country places, and 
especially in winter time, people have 
more leisure hours to discuss the war. 
Men come home from the front on 
leaves of absence and they tell how the 
American-made shells are killing off 
their comrades by the wholesale. No 
wonder, then, of the ever increasing dis- 
ike against everything American. 

Women are indeed playing an impor- 
tant part in Germany in connection 
with the world war. They are taking the 
places of the men at the front. Not 
only are they employed in clerical post- 
tions, but you even find them in machine 
shops and. other factories which have 
j}leen turned over to the Government fer 


| the manufacture of-war material. 


In one case the chief director of a 
large iron foundry in the heart of Ger- 
many complained to the War Depart- 
ment in Berlin that he might not be 
able to deliver ail the shrapnel called 
for in hia contract on schedule time be- 
cause his best men had been recently 
drafted to the army. 

He asked that some of the old hands 
be sent back to him long enough to

SPRINGFIELD, Ml., Jan. 11.—For the 
second time in two months the I!linois 
Legislature met at noon today in ex- 
traordinary session. This session was 
called to consider changes in the State 
primary and election laws, to enact 
measures dealing with the control of the 
foot and mouth disease and act upon 
several matters of minor importance. 

Althotgh Gov. Dunne’s call opened 
wide the doors for revision of the pri- 
mary and election laws, many mem- 
bers predicted today that little will be 
done with these measures. 

Requests made in the Governor's 
message, in addition to those mentioned 
in the call, included: 

For the placing for the sale and man- 
ufacture of hog cholera serum under 
State control. The message said that 
impure serum caused much of the re- 
cent foot and mouth epidemic. 

For the enactment of the good road 
laws to correct certain defects in the 
law relating to the issuance of bonds 
for good road purposes. 

Enactment of additional appropriation 
for the support of the State Free Em- 
ployment Bureau.

the elevated railroads and subways in 
Berlin. They sell tickets and act as 
ticket choppers and even as platform 
Suards. They ride inside of the coaches 
and look after the welfare of the pat- 
rons. They act as letter carriers and 
telegraph messengers. They are even 
employed -as street sweepers, mostly in 
the Southern German ‘cities, such as 
Munich. There they wear a sort of 
Tyrolean outfit. " 

They are building a new spur to the 
subway in Berlin. The torn up streets 
remind one of New York, where people 
d. not feel at home unless they are do- 
ing something to the streets. Friederich- 
Strasse, near Unter den Linden, was 
tcrn up. Women were doing the exca- 
vating, and they handle the shovels 
with an efficiency that made one won- 
der whether they had not been thus em- 
ployed all their lives. 

Women Bank Clerks. 

All the leading banking institutions in 
Germany employ women clerks today. 
They are. very efficient and it did not 
take them very long to get acquaint- 
e! with their respective duties. 

Of course, the women are employed 
as-clerks and behind the counters in all 
the big department stores. 

Of course, in the households, women, 
when not engaged in looking after do- 
mestic affairs, are busily employed 
working for the men at the front. They 
are knitting socks and mufflers, they 
are sewing all sorts of articles of com- 
fort, and they are even preparing mat- 
t!hg jand blankets for use in the 
trenches. 

They act as nurses, together with 
the professional Red Cross nurses. They 
are to be found at every railway station 
in Germany, rushing about: carrying 
large pots of coffee whenever a mili- 
tary train arrives. They pass around 
cigars and cigarettes to the men in 
sray field yniforms as they are brought 
to the depots. They make themselves 
useful in. every possible respect. 

And what is more. They all seem to 
enjoy the hard labor that has been al- 
lotted to them. You see the banker's 
daughter working side by side with the 
daughter of the poorest man. There is 
ne class distinction now. They are all 
serving the fatherland, and they all 
ecem glad of the opportunity. How much 
bappier many of them woduld be if they 
could only serve with the regular army 
in the field.

COMMONS DEBATE 
HOW 10 CONTROL 
TRADE AFTER WAR 


Menace of Economic Attack by 
Germany Then Must Be Re- 
moved, Runciman Declares. 


NEW STEPS SUGGESTED 


Resolution Adopted Calling for 
Greater Efforts to Cripple 
Central Empire Now. 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—The debate in the 
House of Commons last night was 
chiefly remarkable for the unanimity 
of the members in urging the Govern- 
ment to exert the largest possible de- 
gree of economic pressure on Germany 
and in recommending that steps should 


immediately be taken to prevent any 
menace from trade warfare on the part 
of the Germans against the entente 
allies after the signing of peace. 

A resolution was passed with the pro- 
vision that “with a view to increasing 
the power of the allies in the prosecu- 
tion of the war, his majesty’s Govern- 
ment should enter into immediate con- 
sultation with the governments of the 
domain, in order, with their aid, to 
bring the whole economic strength of 
the empire, in co-operation with the al- 
lies, in a policy directed against the 
enemy.”’ 

The principal speech was made by 
Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade, whose emphatic dec- 
larations on the importance of main- 
taining British trade were regarded as 
largely directed toward making clear 
the position which caused him to hesi- 
tate to indorse Premier Asquith's com- 
pulsion policy last week. 

“While the war is on,” he said, “we 
must do everything in our power to 
cripple and destroy German finance, 
credit and trade, at the same time 
building up our own and our allies and 
laying the foundation for future action 
when peace comes.” 


Reference to United States. 
In the course of the debate there were 


some references to the danger of com- 
petition with the United States, which 
one member declared would be a more 
formidable competitor after the war 
than Germany. To this, John Halford 
Mackinder, Unionist for Glasgow, re- 
plied, expressing the affection of Great 
Britain for America. 

“The member has spoken of Amer- 
ica as a dangerous commercial rival,”’ 
he said, “‘but I cannot conceive of that 
competition taking the complex, scien- 
tific and destructive form of ree 3 
competition.” 

“There are signs,’ sald an REE 
“that at last Germany is beginning to 
feel the economic pressure of our block- 
ade. Her food supplies are becoming 
cepleted, while ours are increasing. Al- 
though our exports have fallen and our 
imports have risen there is no doubt 
that the economic strength of Great 
Britain is so well founded that we can 
stand the strain far better than the 
centra: Powers. 

“Bread riots in Berlin and in nearly 
every cther bic German city do not cc- 
cur without good reasons. We have 
deprived the enemy of many necessities 
of warfare and possibly some :f the 
necessities of life. Her stock of raw 
materials are giving out. Jconomic 


pressure, possibly better than any other 


means, will ultimately persuade Ger- 
many of the fruitlessness of continuing 
the struggle. 

“We can stand the strain longer than 
Germany, and if we husband our re- 
sources the disaster that will fall upon 
her will be almost irreparable. We must 
make clear, however, that when peace 

mes we will not permit the outbreak 
of the economic war which Germany 


P would wage against ourselves and our 


allies,"’ 

Discussing the suggestion of free trade 
within the British empire, Runciman 
remarked that the dominions of Great 
Britain were not likely to alter their 
methvds or their attitude toward the 
mother country. The colonies were de- 
termined to raise their revenue and to 
foster their industries in their own way 
and he was afraid the idea of free trade 
within the empire rust be dismissed. 

“T feel the same way about the pro- 
posed Zollverein to include all the al- 
lies, but if such an arrangement proves 
essential to end the war successfully 
we shall have it, for there is no ar- 
rangement that the allies are not pre- 
pared to make to that end.” 

He declared that the British Empi 
would recuperate after the war rastey 
than any other country. 

‘Then it will be our duty,”’ he said, 
“to ald as far as we can, France, Rus- 
sia, Italy and our other allies. I would 
even add Germany at the bottom of the 
list. For no man would wish to see 2 
period of prolonged poverty in Germany. 

“But we have the right to demand 
that, in the recuperation of Germany, 
nothing be done which will make Italy, 
France, Russia or Great Britain suffer. 

"Moreover, I am not prepared to wait 
for the end of the war to take steps to 
deal with this matter. It has been ail 
along the policy of the British Board of 
Trade to capture German trade while 
the war is still on. In the case of South 
America, we have, since the war began, 
developed a trade which I hope will con- 
tinue long after the cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

British Trade A@vances. 

“British treaties, despite the handican 
of the war, have worked wonders in 
trade development. We have complete- 
ly broken down the German monopolies 
in optical glass, dyes, electrical appa 
ratus and certain chemicals and these 
monopolies will not again be renewed 
The policy of the Board of Trade is that 


} there shall be no essential article, either 


for the arte of peace or war, that we 
cannot produce within either Great Brit- 


a ee eee 


patents and copyrights on a different 
basis. 

‘Thre Board of Trade is looking iment 
We must ask the co-operation of our 
dominions; we must see that contro!

tirely from German hands; we must keep 
control of the world’s coal; we must se- 
cure control of the supply of of}. 

“As regards shipping, we must see 
that foreign subsidized shipping shal! 
not have free run of our ports to the 
disadvantage of our ships. While the 
war is on we must do everything in our 
power to destroy German finance, credit 
and trade.”’ 

Premier Asquith announced ‘shat he 
would allow two days for debate on the 
second reading of the compulsion bill, 
beginning today. 

Newspaper Comment on Debate. 

The protectionist organs among the 
London morning newspapers derive spe- 
cial comfort from the debate in the 
House. They see in it a drift toward 
the inevitable adoption of a tariff as a 
means of combating German trade. The 
mere fact that such debate was permit- 
ted in war time is regarded as sig- 
nificant. ‘ 

Some of the newspapers, the Daily 
Express for example, interpret Runcl- 


man’s a as idend 4 ae con- 


version from his former strong rree| 
trade principles. . 

The Times considers the remark of 
Sir Alfred Moritz Mond that the United 
States, and not Germany, will be Great 
Britain’s most formidable competitu 
after the war, as irrelevant though 
probably true, because American com- 
petition will be legitimate competition 

and genuine trade rivairy, against which 
we can have no genuine ground of com- 
plaint.”’ 

The free trade organs, while admit- 
ting that Runciman did not altogether 
rule out the idea of a zollverein, con- 
tend that that zollverein is applicable 
to the case under consideration. 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘‘We do not 
exclude all reconsideration of tariffs 
in the light of the war lessons, but 
ther? are two reasons why a Zoliverein 
is not very feasible. First, it would hurt 
our allies and colonies; second, it woud 
aurt ourselves, whose export industries 
have nearly all been built upon, cheap 
imported materials and cheap food, 
which we owe to free trade.” 

The Daily News says: “No sane per- 
son, with experience of this. struggle in 
mind, would look for any interference 
with the free-trade system in Great 
Britain.

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THE NEW HAVEN CASE FAILS. 

Of the 11 “absurdly rich” defendants—as Spe- 
cial Prosecutor R: L. Batts called them—in the 
New Haven case, the jury acquitted six. As to 
five—the most absurdly rich of all—the jury 
disagreed. 

The fact that but four of the jurymen stood out 
for a verdict of guilty on the last ballot renders 
improbable further attempts to convict either 
these five or the six additional New Haven de- 
fendants who obtained the privilege of separate 
trials, though Department of Justice officials 
now talk of such further attempts. The case 
failed, but failed honorably. It evidenced a pur- 
pose to uphold the law, irrespective of the finan- 
cial and social power of offenders. In the form 
of sworn testimony it has caused to be preserved 
in the court archives of the country a record of 
the technique of railroad plunder to serve as a 
warning to financiers and a guide to adminis- 
trators of the law and legislators. 

This case and the prosecution of the beef bar- 
ons constitute the most determined efforts so 
far made to enforce criminal penalties of the| 
Sherman act. The experience in the Beef Trust 
case, as in the case of ordinary offenders against 
the common law, shows that the difficulty of 
convicting increases with lapse of time after the 
commission of the crime. In the New Haven 
cuse the most serious of the acts complained of 
belonged to dates so long past as to be brought 
within the statute of limitations only by the the- 


ory of continuity in conspiracy. 


The lesson as to the need for prompt remedial 


action is already embodied in the newly created 
Trade Commission and may be expected to in- 


fluence the course of the Government in future 
cases in which appeal to the courts is deemed 
necessary. 
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A PORK BARREL COURT ACT. 

At long intervals a Deputy United States 
Marshal goes from St. Louis to Rolla, opens a 
room in.a public building there, mumbles a few 
words, waits a moment and mumbling a few 
more words returns to St. Louis.

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OKLAHOMA’S FRISCO APPEAL. 

The Corporation Commission of Oklahoma, 
which has a greater Frisco mileage than any other 
state, justifiably seeks to intervene in the pro- 
ceedings before the Missouri- Public Service 
Commission looking to approval of the reorganiza- 
tion plans. 

A powerful showing is made on issues of vital 
concern, not only to Oklahoma, but all the people 
served by the road. The capitalization of the sys- 
tem, which up to 1914 was $73,234 a mile, is fig- 
ured under the reorganization at $84,000 a mile. 
The Oklahomans’ argument that capital should 
not exceed $30,000 a mile is not conclusive. They 
strike right at the heart of the Frisco’s troubles, 
however, when they contrast that road’s proposed 
$84,000 a mile with the Santa Fe’s $77,000, the 
M., K. & T.’s $59,000, the Rock Island’s $43,000, 
the C., B. & Q.’s $32,000 and the C. & N. W.’s $43,- 
000 a mile. 

To eite the fact that four of these roads, with 
less capitalization, have declared dividends rang- 
ing from @J-5 to 8 per cent, whereas the Frisco is 
in defauli\ef interest on its bonds, is perti- 
nent. The ¢froposal for new capital totaling $319,- 
276,000 seems to give a remote prospect for divi- 
‘dends on Frisco stock, even if interest on bonds 
iz paid in the future. 

The Oklahoma suggestion of the low limit of 
$189,498,380 on gross capital will shock the re- 
organizers and creates an alarming outlook for 
them, when they seek a new arrangement for the 
lines in that State. 

The facts presented demand serious attention 
from the Missouri Commissioners. They show 
the magnitude of the responsibility of those Com- 
missioners, whose action on the holding company 
plan will affect not only the people of Missouri, 
served by 1350 miles of the Frisco system, but 
the people of Oklahoma, served by 1472 miles; the 
people of Kansas, served by 370 miles; the people 
of Arkansas, served by 348 miles. The Commis- 
sioners’ conception of their duty will be strongly 
indicated by their decision in this, the first case 
of major importance to fall within their jurisdic- 
tion.

LET THE TIGHTWADS ALONE. 

Frank Vanderlip’s idea (the only one of his 

own that Frank has had that we can recall) of 

a graded tax for luxuries is no good in our opin- 

ion.

be better off without. My idea is to grade the 
tax so that it becomes much heavier as soon 
as the article passes from the ground of ne- 
cessity to that of luxury.

$2. I would fMpose a tax on it. A man who 
can afford to pay $10 for a dinner can cer- 
tainly afford $3 for a tax. 
Frank is wrong, for the reason that rich men 
and luxury-buyers tighten up their wads of cur- 
rency as soon as they are pinched. Rich men are 
smart about spending money. That is one rea- 
son why they are rich. Nothing is easier for a 
rich man than to quit spending—just when much 
is expected cf him. But\the poor man can’t exer- 
cise any option in the matter of spending, He 
has to have his necessaries whether he wants 
No tax was ever successful that de- 
pended on rich men to pay it. No tax on luxur- 
ies could ever amount to a hill of beans com- 
pared to a tax on what the mass must buy. 
Necessity is the successful tax-gatherer; it is 
always on the job; it allows the victim no choice 
as between his money or his life—it takes his 
money; and it hounds him to the grave. If Mr. 
Vanderlip wants to raise a billion doHars for the 
Government, let him pursue the poor who can 
always afford to pay and who do it cheerfully.

UR bodies and the bodies of all 
physical life are composed of 
cells; man’s body is a great col- 

ony of cells, each cell having its own 
york to do to keep the colony alive. 

These body cells are among the tiniest 
things in nature; being, of course, micro- 
ecopic and about 1-3500 of an inch in 
size. One can scarcely imagine anything 
so tiny, and these cells are made of 
protopiasem, which is like the white of 
an egg. 

Bones, muscles, blood, nerves and body 
tissue—all are made of just such cells, 
and they increase their nimbers by dli- 
viding themselves. When cells become 
too old to divide any more they grow 
into the shape they are to keep. 

In all plants the sap is carried to the 
different parts of the plant by passing 
en from cell to cell. 

A. muscle cell builds muscle; a tissue 
cell tissue. Some cells make blood; others 
carry it where it is needed, and others 
still—the nerve cells—help transmit sen- 
sations. 

All of this is most wonderful, though 
we knew nothing of it until something 
over a decade ago, when a famous Ger- 
man doctor named Virchow gave the

If you should hurt your arm or your 
foot it heals by new cells forming on 
the injured place and taking the place 
of the old ones. 

Now protoplasm is a strange thing, 
made of four natural elements—oxyégen, 
gitrogen, hydrogen and carbon. These 
are called dead elements and no one 
of the four by itself can be alive, but 
when they are all combined in the won- 
derful form called protoplasm, the com- 
bination is alive. 

When our bodies die they separate In 
these four same elements again. 

The very lowest form of life we know 
at present is composed of only one cell. 
This animal is called the amoeba, and 
it lives in water, slime and mud. If you 
should put a bit of mud or slime on a 
dish and look at it under a strong micro- 
scope, you would see a tiny moving 
mass that resembles transparent jelly, 
and it would be. alive. It would move 
and grow And again, if you should 
Fcrape the green mold off the outside of 
a flower pot and cover it with water, 
keeping it always wet, tn two or three 
weeks you might see amoeba through a 
microscope. All bacteria grows like the 
amoéba, by dividing themselves in two.

First Intimate Questions 
Asked Were Resented in 
the Larger Cities. 
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OBJECT MADE CLEAR 


Report on Educational Work to 
Be Made to Next Meeting 
» of Legislature. 


Work of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching, which 
has been in progress for more than a 
year throughout Missouri at the invi- 
tation of Gov. Major and William P. 
Evans, State Superintendent of 
Schools, is being responded to satisfac- 
torily by teachers, according to Ben 
Blewett, Superintendent of St. Louis 
Schools, who believes the foundation 
will have a report ready for State of- 
ficials before the meeting of the Legis- 
lature next January. 

The Foundation is making a study of 
the problems relating to the training of 
teachers. It is hoped, through this work, 

to better the condition of the teaching 
profession by raising standards where 
necessary; to recommend increased 
emolument where salaries seem insuf- 
ticient, and to make suggestions for 
‘legislative’ ways and means to better 
school conditions. | 

To further this work the foundation 
asked the co-operation of teachers in 
supplying intimate knowledge of the 
facts about their training and service, 
and blanks were furnished them, as 
well as to administrative school offi- 
cers, to ascertain conditions under 
which educational employes work. 

Considerable Opposition Here. 

Considerable opposition was met with 
in the large cities, Supt. Blewett said, 
‘until teachers and others understood 
that the information sought was confi- 
dential and only calculated to result in 
good for the teaching body of the State. 
He said, however, the giving of the 
data was optional with the teachers 
and that they might refuse to answer 
any or all of the questions if they de- 
sired. 

Supt. Blewett said some teachers ob- 
jected to part of the questions, thinking 
they seemed impertinent. One question 
was the occupation of the teacher's 
father, and followed up with a request 
for his annual income. Blewett said 
this question did seem rather intimate 
at first, but it was explained by the 
foundation as being necessary to show 
under what conditions a good many 
strive to attain the positions they reach. 

Another question: “Do you consider 
teaching to be your permanent profes- 
sion?” which was followed with the 
words (disregard marriage) was con- 
sidered by some to be an attempt to 
glean knowledge of the future prospects 
of teachers. 

Questions as to Parentage. 

The sards require the nationality of 
the teachers’ father and mother; how 
many brothers and sisters they have; if 
the teacher is dependent wholly on her 
school salary, or if extra work is re- 
quired to supplement the school salary. 
The cards also ask who was chiefly re- 
sponsible for the appointment of the 
teacher and for minute details of the

NEW YORK,’ Jan. The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re-

‘Another and exceedingly violent 
break in the ‘war munitidhs shares’ to- 
day carried prices down 3 to 6 points 
Ol. several of them, under heavy selling, 
and again unsettled the whole. market, 
more or less. There was today rather 
more indication of what Wall street 
semetimes calls a ‘round-up’—that is to 
52y, a concerted attack on rices, where- 
by a level permitting of ‘short covering’ 
at an advantage may be created. There 
was not, however, any general indica- 
tion of forced selling from depleted mar- 
gins, and the inference is reasonable 
that a pretty large outstanding specula- 
tive account for the fall has now been 
accumulated. Sooner or later, this will 
necessarily mean a turn in the market, 
even for these stocks. But the first 
eight business days of 1916 will not have 
passed without their lesson. 

“There is no particular sense in ascrib- 
ing this prolonged readjustment of 
prices to the ‘Gary interview,’ or the 
Canadian Car & Foundry financing: in 
ail the very numerous forecasts of stock 
market conditions for 1916, there was 
not one which did not either take for 
Btanted a break in the ‘war industrials’ 
or else warn Wall street of the risks at- 
taching to that quarter of the market.

‘As reported by the Government to- 
day, the country’s merchandise ex- 
ports last week, and the surplus of 
exports over imports, each increased 
nearly 50 per cent over the week pre- 
ceding. In fact, the $91,725,000 ship- 
ments have been only twice exceeded 
in any previous week of our history 
—by the $93,408,000 of the second 
week of December and the $98,770,000 
of the third week in Octover. Last 
week’s $53,076,000 export excess falls 
short/of only two weeks in December, 
one in November, and one in October 
—the high record, $70,009,000 being 
reached during the week ending Oct. 
23. This sudden increase merely sig- 
nifies that more areent room was 
available, because of ships which had 
gone to Europe and returned since 
the middle of November. -Neverthe- 
less, the report shows 1916 to have 
started out with no sign of slacken- 
ing in this interesting branch of the 
economic situation.
